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A CHAPTER FOR YOUNG HUSBANDS. 
Walking the other day with a valued 
friend who had been confined a week or two 
by sickness lo his room, he remarked that a 
husband miglit learn a good lesson by being 
confined occasio”?illy to Ins house, by hav- 
"*fbg m this \vay an opportunity of witnessing 
the cares and never-ending toils of tiic wile, 
whose burdens and duties and patient endu- 
raace he might never have otherwise under- 
stood. There is a great deal in tins thought, 
perhaps enough for an “crfi/ariai.” Men, 
especially young men, are called by their 
business during the day mostly away from 
home, returning only at the hours for meals, 
and as they then see nearly the same rou- 
tine of duty, they begin to think that it is 
their own lot lo perform all tlie drudgery, 
and to be exercised with all the w'eight of 
care and responsibility. But sucli a man 
has got a very w rong view of the case; he 
needs an opportunity for more extended ob- 
servation, and it is j^erhaps for this veiy 
reason that a kind Providence arrests h in 
by sickness, that lie may learn in pain what 
he would fail to observe in health. We 
have seen recently a good many things said 
in the papers to wives, especially lo young 
wives, exposing their faults, perhaps magni- 
fying them, and expounding to them, in 
none of the kindest terms, their duty and 
the offices pertaining to “woman’s splicre.” 
Now, wc believe that wives, as a whole, are 
really better than they are generally admit- 
ted lo be. We doubt if there can be found 
a large number of wives who arc disigreea- 
ble and negligent, without some palpable 
coldness or shortcoming on the part of their 
husbands. So far as we have had an oppor- 
tunity for observation, they arc far more 
devoted and faithful than those who style 
themselves their lords, and who, by the cus- 
toms of society, have other aod 
more pleasant and varied duties to perform. 

We protest then against these lectures, 
go often and so obtrusively addressed to 
the ladies, and insist upon it that they must 
— most of them — have been written by some 
fusty bachelors who knew no better, or by 
some inconsiderate husbands who deserve 
to have been old baclielors to the end of 
their lives. But is there nothing to be said 
on the other side? Are husbands so gene- 
rally the perfect, amiable, injured beings 
they are so often represented? Men some- 
times declare that their wives’ extravagant 
ces have picked their pockets, that their 
never-ceasing tongues have robbed them 
of their peace, and their general disa- 
greeableness has driven them lo the tavern 
and gaming tabic j but this is generally tlie 
^KCu uXC-SC .% a most wicked life on 
j^icir own part. The fact is, men often 
^losc their interest in their homes by their 
own neglect lo make their homes interest- 
ing and pleasant. It should never be for- 
gollen that the wife has lier rights— as sa- 
cred after marriage as before- — and a good 
husband’s devotion to the wife after inar^ 
riage, will concede lo her *]uite as much at- 
tention as his gallantry did while a lover. If 
it is otherwise, he most generally is at 
fault. 

Take a few examples. Before marriage 
a young man would feel some delicacy about 
accepting an invitation lo spend an evening 
in company where his “Indyc love” had not 
been invited. After marriage is lie always 
as particular? During the days of court- 
ship, his gallantry would demand that he 
should make himself agreeable to her; after 
marriage it often happens that lie thinks 
more of being agrcealilc lo himself. How 
often it Iiappens that married men, after hav- 
ing been away from home the livelong day, 
during which the wife lias tolled at her du- 
ties, go at evening again to some place of 
amusement, and leave her to toil on nionc, 
uncheered and unliappy. How often it hap- 
pens that her kindest oflices pass unobserv- 
ed and unrewarded, even by a smile, and 
her best efforts arc condemned by her fanlt- 
finding husband. How often it hajipcns, 
even when the evening is spent at liomc, 
that it is employed in silent reading, or 
some other way that does not recognise the 
wife’s right to share in the cnjf>ynienls even 
of the fireside. 

Look, ye husbands, a moment, and re- 
member what your wife was when you t(X)k 
her, not from compulsion, but from yoi:r 
own choice, a choice based, probably, on 
what you then considered her superiority to 
all others. She was young- perhaps the 
idol of a happy home; sh .* was gay and 
blithe as the lark, and the brothers and sis- 
ters at licr father’s fireside cherished her as 
an object ^3f endearment. Yet she left all 
to Join her destiny with yours; to make 
your home happy, and to do all that woman’s 
love could prompt and woman’s ingenuity 
devise, to meet your wishes and to lighten 
the burdens which might press upon vou in 
your pilgrimage . She, of course, had her 
c.\pc<kRtions too. She could not entertain 



feelings which promised so mucli, without 
forming some idea of reciprocation on your 
part, and she did expect you would aftei 
marriage pt^rform those kind offices of whicl 
you were so lavish in the day.s of betroth- 
nicnt. She became your wife! left her own 
home for your’s; burst asunder, ns it were, 
the bands of love which had bound her lo 
her father’s fireside, and sought no other 
boon than your affections; left, it may be, 
the ease and delicacy of a home of indul- 
gence, and now, what must be her feelings, 
ifshe gradually awakes lo the consciousness 
that you love her less than before; that 
your evenings are .^pent abroad; llinl you 
only come home at all lo satisfy tlie de- 
mands of your hunger, and lo find a resting 
place for your head when weary, or a nurse 
for your sick chamber when disea^rd? 

AN by did she leave the bright hearth of 
her youthful days? Why did you ask her 
to give up the enjoyments of a happy home? 
W as it simply lo darn your stockiiigs, mend 
your clothes, lake care of your children, and 
watch over your sick bed? Was it simply 
lo conduce lo your own comfort? Or was 
there some understanding lint she was to 
be made happy in her connexion with the 
man she dared (o love? 

Nor is it a sufficient answer that you re- 
ply that you give her a home; that you feed 
and clothe her. You do this for your help; 
you would do it for an indifferent house- 
keeper. Bui forget not that a wife is more 
than a housekeeper. She is your wife, and 
unless you attend to her wants, and in some 
way answer the reasonable expectations you 
raised by your attentions before marriage, 
you need not wonder if she be dejected, 
and her Iieart sink into insensibility; but if 
this be so, think well who is the cause of it. 
NV'e repeat it, very few women make indif- 
lerent wives, whose feelings have not met 
with some outward shock by the indiffei'- 
ence or thoughtlessness of their husbands, 
ft is our candid opinion, that in a large ma- 
jority of the instances of domestic misery, 
the man is the aggressor. 



BRITISH TYRANNY. 

The Rev. J. Pierpont gives the following 
description of the liorrid tyranny of tlie 
British Government. 

The sanguinary wars by which Great 
Britain has subjugated the hundred millions 
of India, and the stern despotism with which 
she rules and starves them, that her mer« 
chant princes may roll in splendor and lap 
tliemselves up in voluptuousness, have a 
voice which the whole thickness of the 
^loiro ctranoi keep out of our cars. “A 
more beautiful countiy,” says a brother 
clergyman of this city, “than that from Cud- 
dalore to Tanjore, (in Madras,) cannot pos- 
sibly be imagined. T'hc dense population 
and rich soil give their energies to each 
Ollier, and produce a scene of surpassing 
loveliness. But the taxes and other causes 
keep down the laborers to a state below that 
of our Southern Slaves.” “Turn your eyes 
backward,” says a speaker of their own, no 
longer ago than last September: “turn your 
eyes backward upon the scenes of last year. 
Go with me into the Northwest provinces of 
the Bengal presidency, and I will show you 
the bleaching skeletons of five hundred 
thousand human beings who perished of 
hunger in the space of a few short months. 
Yes — died of hunger in what has been justly 
called tlio granary of the world. The air 
for miles was poisoned with the effluvia 
emitted from the putrifying bodies of the 
dead. The rivers were choked with the 
corpses thrown into the channels. Mothers 
cast their little ones beneath the rolling 
waves because tlicy would not sco them 
draw llieir last gasp, and feel them stiffen 
in their arms.” Jackalls and Vultures ap- 
proached and fattened upon the bodies of 
men, women and children before life was 
extinct. Madness, disease, despair stalked 
abroad, and no human power present to ar- 
rest their progress.” And this occurred in 
British India, in the reign of Victoria the 
first. Nor was the event extraordinary and 
unforeseen. Far from it. Eighteen hun- 
dred arid thirty-five witnessed a famine in 
tlic Northern provinces. Eighteen hundred 
and ihiiiy-three beheld one in the Eastern. 
Eighteen hundred and twenty-two saw one 
iti the Deccan. They have continued to 
increase in frequency and extent under our 
sway for more tlian lialf a century. Under 
the administration of Lord Clive, a famine 
in the Bengal provinces swept olf three 
millions; and at that linric tlie British specu- 
lators in India liad their granaries filled to 
repletion with corn. Horrid monopoly of 
the necessaries of life! Three millions 
died, while tiicre was food cnougli nnd to 
Sparc, locked up in the store liouses togeth- 
er. T’o add to the horror with which we 
had been calleil upon to regard the last 
dreadful famine, (that of the last year,) wc 
are made acquainted by the returns of the 
custom house, with the fact that as much 
grain was exported from the lower parts of 
Bengal as would have fed the half million 
wlio perished for a whole year! Yet this 
awful oppression and those desolating fam- 
ines must go on, that England may extort 
a hundred millions ofdollars every year from 
her hundred million of Hindoos; and pop- 
pies must grow instead of wheat, tliat at her 
cannon’s mouth, .she may force her opium 
upon the three hundred millions of the Chi. 
nesc, while some one solitary Marsinnan, 
perhaps, is translating the Bible of the Chris 
tians, to bring thete countless millions lo 
accept the religion of a nation that stands 
ready at this moment to destroy one half of 
them by war, that it may destroy tho other 
half by jKiison!

AFFAIRS OF THE EAS l\ 

The recent news from Syria, or some of 
it, is not a little puzzling to persons well 
acquainted with that country. If it he true 
that the Emir Bechir lias abandoned the 
cause of Mehemet Ali and retired to Eng- 
land, to take no more part in the contests of 
the East, we may be sure that the dominion 
of Egypt in Upper Syria is at an end. His 
people, the Maroniles, number 500,000; 
the Druses, who were in a measure under 
liis control, arc estimated at 70,000; tlie An- 
sarics, more numerous than the Druses, 
will go tlie same way; and so will other 
large bodies of mountaineers, all warlike, 
and all fanatical. If they join the allies and 
the Emir flies lo save his life, Ibrahim can 
have no hope of subduing them. But the 
hlmir is a subtle and crafty old politician, 
famous for movements which no one could 
understand till some time afterwards. He 
has long been closely connected with Me- 
hemet Ali, and more than once has been 
indebted to him for his office, if not for his 
life. He is a reputed descendant of “the 
Prophet,” but became a Maronite (Roman 
Catholic) for political reasons. Early in 
the year 1823, he was an exile in Egypt, 
whitlici he had fled from the wrath of the 
Sultan; but in July lie was again in his pal- 
ace on Mount Lebanon. At the first con- 
quest of Syria by the Egyptian armies, he 
was once more in danger, and was saved 
only by the success of Ibrahim. At every 
subsequent insurrection, be has moved un- 
intelligibly, until the decisive moment, and 
then declared himself for the I’gyptians. — 
If he has now gone on an embassy lo the 
Roman Catholic powers of Europe, cheat 
ing the English out of the price of his pas- 
sage by a pretended surrender, it would be 
exactly in keeping with his whole past his- 
tory. But, instead of going on an embassy 
to those powers, he may be executing a se- 
crcl agreement with them. There is reason 
lo suspect that he was meditating an aban- 
donment of Mehemet Ali, even before the 
attack on Beyrout. Very possibly, he may 
have gone lo negotiate for his own restora 
lion to power under a new order of things. 
On every supposition, this voyage of the 
Emir proves that in his own judgment, and 
no man living better understands that coun- 
try, the future destiny of Syria will be de- 
termined by the Christian powc’^s of Europe 
It will belong lo 'I'urkey, or Egypt, or nci^ 
tlier, just as they shall decide; for the Mus 
sulman powers have no ability to resist their 
good pleasure. 

TL»« a.**ceiidency of Christian power ovor 
Turkish counsels may be of use to a very 
interesting people, in a very imi^rtant cri- 
sis of tiieir afliiirs. We refer the Nusra- 
ny, as they call themsel'^r or Neslorians, 
as they are usually called by others, in the 
Koordish mountains, around the head wa- 
ters of the Tigris. Of their onc6 splendid 
empire, which extended even to the borders 
of China, this fragment, of about 100,000 
souls, alone retains its independence. De- 
fended by their almost inaccessible moun- 
tain.':, and by their own valor, they have 
hitherto withstood all attempts to subdue 
them; and indeed, we believe both 'Turks 
and Persians have long since given up the 
hope of conquering them, and abstained from 
attempting it. They are surrounded by the 
Koords, who are freebooters by profession, 
but who are afraid of them. Most of the 
Koords pay tribute, either to the Turks or 
Persians; hut some of them enjoy an un- 
qualified independence like the Neslorians. 
It was a favorite project of the late Sultan 
to reduce the population of the Koordisli 
mountains lo obedience. Some months 
since the chief of the Hakkarcc Koords vis- 
ited Erzeroum, acknowledged his allegiance 
to llie Porte, and offered lo secure the alle- 
giance of all the other inhabitants of those 
mountains; and the Turkish Pasha pledged 
himself lo furnish troops, if necessary, to 
accomplish this object, as soon as they could 
be recalled from other service. Wc do not 
know whether tlie Neslorians were express- 
ly mentioned in this agreement, hut there 
can be no doubt that was intended lo in- 
clude them, and it is so understood in that 
part of the world. 

Now, as the 'Turkish empire is probably 
about to be governed on belter principles 
than formerly, it may he well for this little 
handful of Christians to become a part of it, 
in a suitable manner and on reasonable 
terms; or it may be better for them to con- 
tinue ns they arc. But certainly it is not 
desirable that they should be given up lo 
the ferocity of the Koords, who Imve long 
feared and hated tliem, backed by the power 
of *1 urkey, and that power sustained by the 
leading cabinets of Christian Europe. Their 
case is, in every morn) |)oint of view, at 
least as well worlliy of attention as was tiial 
of Greece. 

If this Christian state in llic heart of Asia 
has hitherto attracted but little attention, it 
is because little has been known of it. — 
Some years since a German traveller at- 
tempted lo visit them, but was murdered by 
the Koords before lie entered their country. 
Within two years our countryman. Doctor 
Grant, has visited them twice; and a Mr. 
Ainsworth, an Englishman, has since fol- 
lowed his track among tlieir mountains.- 
These wo believe, are the only men of Eu - 
ropean descent who Iiave ever been there. 

William Tell . — It appears from an arti- 
cle in the last Foreign (iuarterly Review, 
that lIiG poetical history of the Swiss patriot 
has dwindled away under the- merciless 
hands of the German critics. His very ex- 
istence has been denied, and it bus been 
proved by extracts from documents, that no 
such person as Gessler existed, and that the 



war Jiad its rise from very different causes 
from those assigned in the popular tradition. 
The philosophical faculty of Ileidelburg, 
not long since, projKised a prize for the best 
work on the Swiss confederation, nnd for 
an investigation into the history of William 
Tell. One Dr. Ilausser was ihe successful 
competitor. He is of opinion that Tell 
really existed; that he performed actions 
which attracted attention in liis own little 
circle, but that lie has no claims lo poetical 
importance, much less to be considered as 
the delivcrerofSwilzeriand. The admirers 
of Tell, however, Iiave not quitted the field; 
another writer, Mr. Hisicy, promising a 
work, entitled “Guillaume Tell, exatnen 
critique de son Histoire et des espriis qui 
cn contestent Aulhenticite.” It is .suppo- 
sed this work will settle the dispute.

Execution of Major Anurj;. — Dr. 
Hall, of East Hartford, a surgeon in the 
army of the revolution, was an eye witness 
to the execution of Major Andre, standing 
within four or five rods from the scene. 
Noticing some inaccuracies in the articles 
we published from the Knickerbocker a few 
days ago, he has called and related to us 
the following particulars, — He states that 
Andre walked lo the place of execution 
behind the cart, accompanied by two ofii- 
cers, one on each side, and stopped under 
the gallows. Arrived there, he immediate" 
ly stepped up into the cart, when the officer 
of tho day, Col. Scainmell, said lo him, if 
you have any thing to say, you now have an 
opportunity. He replied, I have nolliing 
to say, but to have you bear witness that I 
die like a brave man. Col. S. tlien said to 
the hangman, do your duty. He went lo 
work so awkwardly in attempting to put the 
noose over Andre’s neck, that Andre took 
it from him and made an effort to do it liim- 
self. But his liat being in the way, lie let 
go the rope, took of his hat and slock, and 
laid them down on the coffin, and unbotton- 
ed his shirt collar, and turned it down. lie 
then put the noose over his head, and ad- 
justed it to liis neck; took out of his pocket 
a white handkerchief, with which he ban- 
daged his eyes; and a blue ribbon, which he 
handed to the executioner, requestiug him 
lo tie his hands behind him. This being 
done, Col. Scammell directed the cart to be 
driven away. Andre was a small man and 
seemed hardly to stretch the rope, and his 
legs dangled so much that the hangman 
was ordered to take hold of them and keep 
them straight. The body was cut down, 
after hanging fifteen or twenty inlnutos, and 
burled near the gallows. From the loca- 
tion of the grave, Andre must have passed 
it in going lo the place of execution. The 
Doctor thinks the account relative lo the 
attempts made by Washington to secure 
Arnold and liberate Andre, must be incor- 
rect. Tiic court which sentenced Andre 
to death having been held on the 29lh Sep 
tember, only three days before his execu- 
tion, the lime allowed was not by any means 
sufficient to permit such plans to be succes- 
fully carried out, especially the one in 
which Cliamp was said to have been con- 
cerned. — Hartford Courani, 



thence the Commissioners proceeded up the 
St. Lawrence to River Quelle, with the 
intention of passing upt that river and exam- 
ining the highlands at its sources. 'They 
started the last week in October for that 
purpose, but heavy and continued snow 
storms forced them to relinquish tlieir ope- 
rations. From llie river Ouelle the Com- 
missioners proceeded to Quebec; from 
thence. Lieutenant Broughton, R. E., one 
of the Commissioners, went lo New York, 
on his way lo England. Mr. Fcatherslon. 
haugh, the younger, remains at Quebec for 
the present, making up the returns and com- 
pleting the plans. 

Jt appears from tlie Woodstock Times, 
that the American Commissioners have also 
been active in prosecuting their researches. 
They have explored nearly the whole ex- 
tent of country between Woodstock and St. 
Lawrence, which is represented as a most 
desolate and barren region. Nothing but 
bogs, lakes and marshes, with some broken 
and irregular ridges of highlands, covered 
with a stunted growth of moss clad trees, 
meet the eye after leaving the St. John 
some fifteen or twenty miles. The parties 
that went up tlie Kennebec and Penob- 
scot, have likewise reported, thus com- 
pleting the whole American survey, with 
the exception of running the Meridian by 
lunar observations, now going on under the 
direction of Major Graham. 



THE AMERICAN FUR COMPANY. 

This company have erected at St. Louis, 
within the last year, a very extensive ware- 
house. The front building is 00 feet by 
35, and IS four stories in height. Connec- 
ted with this is another, 102 feet in lengtli 
nnd three stories high. Both are of brick. 
The buildings are separated by a fire-proof 
partition. The value of the furs and pel- 
tries obtained by the company the last year, 
consisting of heaver, buffalo, otter, deer 
skins, &.C., is about 250,000 dollars. Their 
operations have been very much circum. 
scribed recently, on the west, by the Hud- 
son Bay Company, who posse.ss the great 
advantage of introducing the goods requir- 
ed for carrying on the trade, free of duty. 
In the Rocky Mountain expedition, under- 
taken two or three years since by the 
American Fur Company, they sustained a 
loss of ^00,000, being unable to compete 
with the Hudson Bay Company for the 
reason before stated. The branch of the 
latter company, in the Columbia, has ob- 
tained the present season about 100 packs 
of beaver, worth at least §10,000; two 
thirds of which has been taken on the ter- 
ritory claimed by the United Slates. With 
this competition, the American Fur Com- 
pany Iiave found it noces&ary to confine 
their trade lo the Missouri river and its 
tributaries, leaving the uncontrolled posses- 
sion of the Rocky Mountains and tlie Ore- 
gon territory to the English company. The 
Hudson Bay Company now extend their 
trade on this side of the mountains even to 
within fifty days travel of St. Louis, and 
many of the fur-hunters, who were former- 
ly in the service of the Americans, have 
found it necessary lo apply for employment 
lo the British company. This is a branch 
of trade whicii is entitled to the same pro- 
tection from our government that our com- 
merce receives on llie ocean, and yet it is 
entirely neglected. If a drawback were 
allowed upon ‘.he duties on goods employed 
in the trade, tlie American Fur Company 
might be able lo compete with llieir Eng- 
lish rival. 



The Remains of Napoleon. — A cor- 
respondent of the Journal of Commerce, 
writing on the 13th of October from St. 
Helena, says that the day appointed for the 
removal of the remains of Napoleon, on 
board the Belle Poule frigate, was the 15th. 
This was the 25th anniversary of Napo- 
leon’s arrival at the Island. The Journal 
says: — 

“There is a Sarcophagus of ebony 
brought by the Belle Poule for the purpose 
of holding the coffin of Napoleon. On 
h()ard the Belle Poule is a Chapel fitted up 
for its reception, wliich is lined with black 
velvet, in small panels, sprinkled all over 
with silver star.s, festooned with silver cord 
and tassels. Tliere is an altar, with a cru- 
cifix over it, at one end of the chapel. This 
Sarcophagus is supported at the corners by 
four Eagles. On the top of it is to be plac- 
ed an embroidered black velvet cushion, 
and on tho cushion a crown. Suspended 
lo the ceiling immediately above the crown, 
a ball with a cross on the top of it and un- 
der the ball the Emblem of Justice. In 
the chapel are also four pyramids to hold 
candles; suspended to llie ceiling are four 
vessels to burn incense; there is also a rich 
velvet pall, which is said to have cost 
25,000 francs, to cover the Sarcophagus.” 

The letter further states that the spot on 
which Napoleon was buried belonged to a 
Mr. Richard Torbett, merchant. Napo- 
leon having frequently visited that ground 
during his life time, on which was a beauti- 
ful spring of water, (with which water he 
was daily supplied,) and a cluster of weep- 
ing willows, had frequently expressed a 
wish lo be interred under those trees in case 
he should die at St. Helena, which request 
was immediately, and with great pleasure, 
granted by Mr Torbett when made known 
to him. Consequently the interment took 
place there. The widow of Mr Torbett, 
now poor, has been promised tho influence 
of the Prince de Joinville to procure her a 
pension from the French King. 



The North Eastern Bou.vdary. — The 
St. John Courier stales that the British 
Commissioners appointed to run the boun- 
dary V.no between the American possessions 
of Great Britain nnd the United Stales, 
have finished their labors for the present 
season, having completed the survey of the 
due north line from the river St. John lo 
the Beaver stream, on the Metis. From

A cause so 
just as that which raised the English colo- 
nies in rebellion, could not fail to awaken 
all the sympathies of a generous spirit. He 
abandoned no country of his own in becom- 
ing an American — for five centuries the 
noble sons of Ireland have had no country! 
A friend of Robert Livingston, and admit- 
ted into his family with that intimacy 
which revolutions create and cement so pre- 
cociously between those who devote them- 
selves to a common cause, he .«ought and 
obtained the hand ol Janet Livingston. 
The lady, worthy of the Rome of Ihe Sci- 
pios’, had understood, better than it wai 
understood by the daughter of the Caisars. 
all that there is of dignity in the position 
of the wife who carries with her to the tomt 
a name illustrious and venerated by an en- 
tire nation. Left a widow when still young, 
she wore for Haifa century her mourning 
for her soldier — (it was thus she always na- 
med him) — and threw off that attire ol 
gloom only on the eve of the day on whicL, 
from the same abode from which she had 
last beheld him at his parting from her, full 
of life and hope, she saw passing before 
her on llie Hudson, a steamboat which boro 
on its deck, overshaddowed by the star- 
spangled banner, the mortal remains of 
her husband. 

Clinton, then Govenor of New York, 
had thought that the moment liad arrived 
to accomplish a great act of national piety. 
The British government sympathised gen- 
erously with the noble idea. These glori- 
ous remains, found undisturbed in the tomb 
where they had been laid half a century be- 
fore by the English soldiers, were delivered 
over by the orders of the govenor of Can- 
ada, to the American veterans commissioned 
to receive them. Transported with a reli- 
gious pomp to New York, they were deposi- 
ted in the church of St. Paul, in tho ceno" 
taph that had been erected to the warrior’s 
memory. 

Thus, when Greece, after avenging at 
Mycale, the outrages of Xerxes, the confla- 
gration of Athens kindled by the ferocious 
Mardonius — free, flourishing, glorious, by 
immortal victories, was not less triumphant 
in her arts that she had been by her arms, 
did Pericles gather up the bones of the cit- 
izens that fell at Marathon, those sacred bo- 
nes blanched by sixty winters, and deposito 
them in in a common tomb — ^honoring the 
memory of those martyrs lo their country’s 
cause, with that eloquence, those inspired 
hymns, those solemn games, with which 
Athens repaid the blood shed for her by 
her brave sons. — Democratic Beview,

Revenue Cutters on Winter Srr. 
VICE. — Orders have been issued from the 
'J'rcasury Department at Washington to the 
revenue cutters Hamilton, tt Boston; Madi- 
son, at Wilmington, Delaware ; Yancey, at 
Norfolk; Van Buren, at Baltimore; and the 
Jackson, at New Y'ork, relative to their 
course of winter service. The instructions 
direct the commanders lo ship an extra num- 
ber of hands, carry extra provisions, fuel, 
water and other necessary supplies in such 
quantities as can be conveniently stowed, 
and in the exercise of tlieir regular duties 
to keep up a complete winter cruise along 
tlieir respective line of coast, returning to 
port only under stress of weather or for the 
want of supplies. Tho object of this order 
is to enable the cutters to render good and 
efficient service during the approaching sea- 
son of suffering and peril, lo vessels bound 
lo ports of the United States, or otlierwise 
as the case may be, and lo alleviate any in- 
stance of maritime distress which may come 
under their notice. All supplies thus fur. 
nished lo vessels in distress are to hejuiy« 
accounted for, and cliarged at cosi price, for 
which tlie hills of the masters, or the own- 
ers, of consignees arc to be received for 
the amount. — Bait. Atnerican, 



Rhubarb Wine. — A beautiful and spark- 
ling wine resembling campaigne, it is said, 
can lie procured from the stalk of tiio rhu- 
barb plant. A foreign paper states that a 
patent has been granted in England lo the 
discoverers of tliis new product. The wine 
is represented as wholesome, and the quan 
tity that can be obtained from the plant it 
immense — an acre of ground being capa 
hie of yielding, annually, one hundred aiu 
fifty hogsheads.

Congress . — Owing to a very heavy snow 
storm, by which the roads were blocked up 
neither Ilousq had a quorum until Wed 
nesday afternoon, on which day the Presi 
ident’s Message was transmitted to botli 
- Houses. No business of importance was 
transacted in either House. In the Senate 
Mr Mangum of North Carolina, appeared 
and took his seat. Neaily the first business 
before (he House was the rejection of 
resolution offered by Mr J. Q. Adams, to 
rescind the order prohibiting the reception 
of Abolition iKtitions. Mr. A’s resolution 
was laid upon the table by a vote of 82 to 
5S. Twenty thousand copies of the Pres 
ident’s Message were ordered to be printed 
by the House, and six thousand five hun 
dred by the Senate. 

Virginia Senators. — The whigs have 
been checked for the present, in their eflbrt 
to foist Mr. Rives into the Senate of the 
United States. Having a majority in the 
House of Delegates, immediately after the 
commencement of the session, the whig 
fuembcrs passed a resolution to go into an 
election, but the Senate, (where each party 
lias an equal number) refused to accede to 
it, because there were eight contested seats 
and two vacancies in the House, and it was 
thought that justice required that the State 
should be fully represented. It is doubtful 
which parly will have the majority in the 
Legislature after the vacancies are filled 
and the claims to the contested seats de- 
cided. 

If the whigs paid the least attention to 
their own professions, they would yield the 
choice of Senators to tho democrats, as 
they have an undoubted niajority of the 
popular vote of the Slate. 

The lower branch of the Ohio legislature 
has passed a bill to repeal the law prohibit 
ing the Banks of that Stale from issuing 
notes of a less denomination than five dol- 
lars. This, we suppose, is the commence- 
ment of that restoration of the currency 
promised by the whigs during the late Con- 
gress — a substitution of paper for coin is 
their htau ideal of a better currency.

Kentucky River. — We learn from tlic 
Yeoman that the works upon the Kentucky 
river have been so nearly completed, that 
but little obstruction to tho navigation is 
hereafter anticipated. 

“A correspondent in yesterday’s Journal, 
writing from Frankfort, speaks of the Sena- 
tor from Fayette as “having gone over to 
the enemy,” because be opposed a resolu- 
tion declaring it expedient for Congress to 
charter a Bank of the United Slates, and 
because in the course of his argument, lie 
contended against the introduction of a 
branch into Kentucky. Tins is a subject 
of not a little perplexity, and we much ques- 
tion if the Journal’s leUer*'writer knows as 
much about it as Mr. Wickliffe. It is ex- 
tremely doubtful whether it would be politic 
in Kentucky to have a branch of a National 
Bank, unless her State stocks are provided 
for, and we rather incline to Mr. Wicklifte’s 
opinion. We did not hear his argument, 
and of course do not know the grounds as 
sumed by the Senator from Fayette, but 
imagine that a man of Iiis experience would 
have strong reas<»ns to urge liiin to oppose 
the inclination of his party .” — Louisville 
Gazette. 

It would appear from the above that all 
the whigs of Kentucky arc not yet quite so 
crazy about a National Bank, as to be wil 
ling to sacrifice the best interests of the 
State for the hope of obtaining a branch of 
it. The Gazette may well doubt the policy 
of such a measure, when it knows that the 
credit of the State depends upon the pros- 
peiily of its Banks, which would most cer- 
tainly be greatly impaired by the establish- 
ment of a National Bank. 



THE KENTUCKY YEOMAN. 

We gladly perceive that the Yeoman has 
been resuscitated, and placed upon a |>erma- 
nent basis. The first number of the new 
series reached us last week. It is publish- 
ed by Mr. F. D. Pettit, and edited for the 
present by Mr. J. R. Adams, the associate 
editor of Mr. Robinson* A well conducted 
paper at the seat of our State Government, 
is so essential to the interests of the Demo- 
cratic party, that we hope to see the Yeoman 
efficiently supported, and its conductors 
fully remunerated for their labor and ex- 
pense. 

The Philanthropist of the 10th inst. has 
the following notice of Governor Letcher’s 
message: . 

“Without comment, he lays before the 
legialaturo the copy of the preamble and 
resolutions passed by the legislature of Vir- 
ginia, relative to the demand made by the 
executive of that State upon the executive 
of New York, for three fugitives from jus- 
tice. No allusion is made to abolition in 
the message — no cotnplaint made that the 
black law has failed of its object.

They view it 
as an indication of the future course of 
Kentucky, and regard it as pretty strong 
presumptive evidence, that in any conflict 
concerning the rights of the slave-holding 
States, she will not be found warring against 
the progress of abolition principles. 



FLAG COUNTIES. 

The Federal papers all over the country 
are pointing to their flag counties and 
towns, and referring to tlie result in certain 
of them as unexampled in the history of 
parties. Tho Democrats, so far as we 
liave seen, have said nothing on the sub- 
ject. While in this State the Feds arc pre- 
senting a flag to Sevier, because tiial county 
gave 920 for Harrison to 45 for Van Buren,

The Intelligencer has indulged in some 
very captious remarks about our Postmas- 
ter, which were not warranted by the occa- 
sion which called them forth, nor by any 
thin 2 in his conduct of which we arc aware. 
The ground of oflenco seems to be, that 
tlie only copy of the Message which readi- 
ed here on the 10th inst. was given to the 
Gazelle, instead of the Intelligencer. It is 
ratiier a small matter, but we deem it due 
to our Postmaster to give a narrative of the 
facts as they occurred. On tlie Monday 
previous to the arrival of the Message we 
requested the Postmaster, if lie received a 
copy before wc did, to let us have it. He 
promised that he would. Wlien informed 
that the Message had arrived we went to 
the Post Office — found that the Post Master 
was asleep — sent a request to him, and re 
ceived permission to take the Message, 

As is common among editors, the force of 
our office and that of the Reporter was join- 
ed, so as to lay the Message before our 
readers at the earliest inoiiient. After the 
copy had been divided, an application was 
made by the Intelligencer for a portion of 
it, which we declined furnishing. We have 
understood that a similar request was refus- 
ed by the Reporter. 

This is a simple statement of facts. The 
ire of tiie Intelligencer appears to have been 
excited against the Postmaster because the 
preference was not given to that paper. We 
are satisfied that he did not know the Mes- 
sage had arrived until he was waked at our 
request. But if he had known of it before, 
he was under no obligation to give it to the 
Intelligencer, nor had lliat paper any right 
to expect it. 

As for our part, we felt no disposition to 
incommode ourselves in the least, being 
well assured that if the Intelligencer had 
secured the first copy, it would have used 
the advantage to the utmost. We have 
never received any favors of this descrip- 
tion from that establislimcnt, and shall not 
whine about it if we never do. 

But according to its own statement no 
injury was received, for it boasts that it 
beat the Gazette, and iliat the Reporter’s 
copies of the previous evening could not 
be read. While it was upon the subject, it 
might as well have mentioned that it was 
from the Extra Reporter that the Intelli- 
gencer copied the Message. And when 
stating that it applied for the Message at 
the Post Office for all the offices; it should 
have also remembered, that five or six inef- 
fectual efforts were first made to obtain t 
for its own individual use, and that it w»s 
not until ihooo oUompta bad failed, that ii 
was seized with a sudden fit of must uausiw 
al generosity, and included the other offices 
in its request. 

The Intelligencer broadly intimates that 
the Post Masters of Lexington and Cincin- 
nati will both be removed immediately after 
the fourth of March next. The one, we 
suppose, for sending an old friend a copy of 
the Message, and the other forgiving it to the 
Gazette. If we are not mistaken, it is Wm. 
II. Harrison, and not the Senior Editor of 
the Intelligencer, who lias been elected 
President. If we arc correct in this sup- 
position, we think it quite improbable that 
Old Tip will remove two good Post Masters 
to gratify the unjust resentment of one 
Whig Editor.

The second session of the 2tith Congress 
will commence on Monday next, the 7ti^. 

It is the last session of Mr. Van Buren 's’ 
adininislration, anci will call forth the last 
Message from that faithful public servant,, 
who will go into retirement with the con- 
sciousness of having honestly yielded tem- 
porary popularity to the support of enduring 
principles of right.

LATE FROM TEXAS. 

Wj Iiavo received the Texas Sentinel, of 
the 7ili inst., printed at Austin, tlio scat of 
Government, and Galveston papers of about 
ten days, from which we have condensed 
the following interesting items: 

A great ball was given At tlie capitol 
complimentary to Mr. and Mrs. Combs, (for 
mcriyof Cincinnati.) It is pronouticed a 
‘“ndid affair, and was attended by all the 
«eauty, elegance and refinement of the Cap- 
itol of the young Republic. 

The papers announce the death of three 
members of Congress, recently, viz: Mr. 
Gant, a very distinguished gentleman from 
Washington county; Gen. Douglas of Na- 
cogdoches, and the member from Malngor» 
da. 

There are two candidates for the Presi- 
dency of Texas, Mr. £)• G. Burnet, (furmer- 
ly of Cincinnati, and now Vice President,) 
and Gen. Houston, tin hero of San Jacin- 
to. — Party lines are already strongly drawn 
for each candidate, and electioneering a- 
abusc is bandied about by political partizans 
with a liberality that excites a smile. “Re 
trenchment and Reform” is as great a hob- 
by in Texas, as it was in the United States 
a dozen years since. 

The National Debt of Texas amouiits to 
about $3,000,000. 

The propriety of removing the seat of 
Government from Austin is discussed, but 
no strong reason is shewn for doing it. 

An expedition under Maj. Howard had 
]ust destroyed an Indian village on the Mo- 
/as, a tributary of the Nueces, several In- 
dians were killed, their winter’s provisions 
destroyed, one hundred head of horses and 
Rules taken, and a little Mexican girl recap- 
tured. 

During the late incursion of the Cuman- 
ches, when Linville was destroyed, about 
three hundred of the warriors surrounded 
the log cabin of Mr. Kitchen, situated 
three miles from Victoria. Mr. K. and 
his wife, with their infan^ cliildrcn, were 
the only inmates; yet the Curnanches, part 
ly from fear, and partly from a peculiar su- 
perstition which deters them f.om 
The house of a white man, did not dare to 
attack it. Mr. K. had taken his station 
atonc^door, and his heroick wife with a mus 
ket stood at the other ready to shoot down the 
first Indian who should advance to the thres- 
hold. The savages endeavored, hy fiendish 
'vyells, and feigned attacks, to induce this 
brave pair to discharge their peices, trusting 
they would miss them at a distance, and 
then could rush up and overpower them 
with ease. But all their expedients were 
vain, neither would fire their peices, but 
kept them pointed with the most unshaken 
firmness, upon the foe: who at length, tired 
of their fruitless attempts, retired, leaving 
the courageous pair in quiet possession of 
Iheir home. 

It is thought that at least 5000 emigrants 
have settled in the counties of Fannin, Red 
Riveju,-Shelby, Harrison, Sabine, and the 
order counties of the east, during 
two years, and that is larger than 
le number of emigrants settled 
^ the Brasos. 

cstern Texas, the pecan nut trees 
arc itiadcd with frmt, and the crop of this 
delicious nut will be greater this season 
than it has been for many years. In ma- 
nylplaces large branches have broken down, 
ovving to the weight of, the fruit. A num- 
ber of the settlers are engaged in collec- 
ting them, and they are found so abundant 
that a person can easily collect two or three 
biishels a day. These nuts readily sell in 

f the markets of New Orleans and Havana, 
at three or four dollars a bushel. Texas 
wiil therefore be furnished with an excel- 
lent article to export for the tea, coffee, sugar, 
etc., they may use. An industrious per- 
son might find this a very profitable busi- 
ness, as he can earn about in specie a 
day. The editor of the Galveston Civil 
ian thinks the few loafers who are lounging 
about the grog shops, cannot do better than 
to engage in the buisness at once; as no- 
thing is more easy than to pick up pecans.

In 
common, we are sufficiently skilled in dig- 
ging through the rhetoric to arrive at the 
fact; but if rumor be true, this rule has 
sometimes its exceptions as well as others. 
We all remember that during the recent 
campaign, the public were told that Harri- 
son’s “log cabin” — the extensive mansion 
at North Bend, which, curiously enough, is 
made to bear that primitive name — was al- 
ways open and that “the string of the latch 
was never pulled in,” which was understood 
to mean that the General always kept open 
house and “laid himself out,’, as they say 
dow’n cast, to entertain the universal public, 
and that he even went so far, on the Vicar 
of Wakefield’s principle, that he might ne- 
ver see them again, as to present his depart- 
ing guests with nags, when the bots or 
other deadly ills had made them short of 
horseflesh. This benevolent and liberal 
disposition was not only commented on in 
print, but was actually impres cd siill more 
upon the mind by being made the subject of 
pictorial illustrations. We not only heard 
of it, but we saw it in engraving, lithograjdis 
and villanous woodcuts, tlic said “string of 
the latch” hanging down as thick as a cable, 
ready for the tweak of any bony’s hand, 
while the General in his shirt slcavcs occu- 
pied the background, bringing a pony from 
the inexhaustible stable, where a new horse 
was supposed to spring up as soon as the 
old one was removed. It is. therefore, not 
surprising that people, who rei)osed confi- 
dence in hard cider, coon skins and such 
like matters as amulets and charms to bring 
about “belter times,” at last had faith in 
Tippecanoe’s unfailing resources as a per- 
veyorbothof food and fat trotters, and, as 
a natural consequence, the story now goes 
that he was in fact forced to make a visit 
to Kentucky to avoid being actually eaten 
out of house and home — that as soon as the 
result of the election was known, such 
shoals of the hungry rushed upon him as to 
make a retreat_indispensable.

She found that hope 
“which makclh r)ni ashamed,” and gave the 
most dccisivo proofs of hcr trust and confidence 
In a Divine Redeemer. On the la&t day of her 
life, when too feeble to sit up, she anxiously en- 
quired how long she might probably survive;

According to her 
wishes, however, death came, and was joyfully 
welcomed.

With these views the stranger would look witSt 
astonishment upon the least neglect, or slightest 
indifference of our citizens toward the instiPa 
lion on w’hich all our hopes and rizlita depenav 
without supposing it possible that those, or any 
of those, who were enjoying its protection ov<’’* 
their persona or property, could be secretly plo' 
ling lo paralizc or amputate this right arm of oiii 
common defense. But so it is, and the numbers 
are not few, who both secretly and publicly piit 
forth their utmost exertions, to degrade, dis 
grace, and render inefficient the Militia of our 
own country*.
